Uranium  Tests  in  Omaha 


Mr.  W.  D.  Shadwlck,  brother-in- 
law  of  Everett  Brown,  field  direc¬ 
tor,  recently  helped  do  an  experi¬ 
ment  which  Involved  testing  for 
uranium  around  North'  Omaha,  Ne¬ 
braska. 

Mr.  Shadwick,  who  received  a 
E  A.  degree  from  the  Coliege  in 
1939  and  a  B.  S.  in  1940,  is  chief  en¬ 
gineer  of  the  Omaha  Scientific 
Supply  Corporation  which  makes 
Geiger  counters  for  uranium  test¬ 
ing. 

After  the  tests  in  Omaha  were 
completed  it  was  reported  that  the 
city  is  lacking  in  uranium, 


Art  Department  Stimulates  High 
Cultural  Level  in  This  College 

Arl  lias  an  important  place  in  1  lie  lives  of  slndonls 
al  North  west  .Missouri  Stale..  Proof  of  lliis  statement  can 
be  found  in  the  fad  llml  Uie-C 'ollege  lias  one  of  the  largest 
and  most  important  ar!  collections  between  Kansas  City 
and  Chicago. 

The  entire  enmpus  shows  the  in-*^ 
fluence  of  art  'appreciation.  The 
styling  of  mnny  of  the  buildings 
combined  with  the  effective  use  of 
landscape  architecture  could  not 
help  impressing  even  the  most 
casual  observer  at  the  College. 

Interiors  of  most  of  the  buildings 
also  show  artistic  influences.  The 
walls  of  the  Administration  build¬ 
ing,  particularly,  are  hung  with 
colored  reproductions  of  many 
world  famous  art  masterpieces. 

These  pictures  are  part  of  the  large 
collection  from  which  students  may 
check  out  their  favorites  to  hang 
in  their  rooms  in  Residence  Hall  or 
the  Quads.  Room  206  in  the  "Ad" 
building  has  the  appearance  of  an 
art  gallery.  The  paintings  in  it  arc 
gifts  of  graduating  classes.  In  the 
smoker  are  several  original  water 
colors  by  a  Navy  V-12  student 
which  present  a  pictorial  record  of 
the  College  during  the  last  war. 

Many  Courses  Arc  Offered 

These  facts  give  some  idea  of  how 
all  students  at  the  College  are  liv¬ 
ing  with  worthwhile  art.  For  those 
students  interested  in  art  as  a 
career  the  College  offers  a  major 
or  minor  in  the  subject.- 

A  person  interested  in  art  may 
select  courses  in  art  appreciation, 
drawing,  painting,  composition,  cos¬ 
tume  design,  home  planning  and 
decoration,  commercial  art,  furni¬ 
ture  and  industrial  design,  and  rec¬ 
reational  art  as  well  as  courses  in 
the  theory  and  practice  of  teaching 
fine  arts.  Northwest  State  also 
offers  extension  courses  In  art  and 
is  one  of  the  few  colleges  in  the 
state  which  has  been  able  to  keep 
up  with  the  demand  for  such  class¬ 
es. 

At  the  present  time  approximate¬ 
ly  thirty  students  are  majoring  or 
minoring  in  the  subject. 

The  primary  function  of  the  art 
department,  naturally,  is  to  prepare 
students  to  teach  art  in  elementary 
or  secondary  schools.  However,  the 
department  also  welcomes  those  In¬ 
terested  in  commercial  art  fields 
and  those  who  wish  to  acquire 
broader  knowledge  of  the  subject 
for  their  own  personal  growth  and 
enjoyment.

Chairman  of  the  fine  arts  de¬ 
partment  is  Miss  Olive  S.  DeLuce. 

She  was,  as  she  puts  it,  “brought 
up  knowing  art  from  the  cradle.”

Director  of  Budget 
Talks  in  Assembly 

Mr.  E.  L.  Pigg  Pictures 
Life  of  the  James  Boys 
During  Civil  War. 

Jesse  jRmes,  his  life  and  times, 
lived  again  when  Mr.  E.  L.  Pigg, 
state  comptroller,  and  director  of 
the  budget  for  the  State  of  Mis¬ 
souri,  spoke  at  assembly  Thursday, 
April  21. 

In  his  address,  Mr.  Pigg  reviewed 
the  ‘historical  events  lending  up  to 
Jesse’s  career  as  an  outlaw  and  of 
his  subsequent  murder.  Reginning 
i  with  the  border  warfare  between 
Missouri  and  Kansas  that  preceded 
the  Civil  War.  the  speaker  told  of 
the  death  of  Jesse's  father,  and 
the  murder  of  his  stepfather,  and 
finally  of  the  James  boys’  careers 
as  fighters  in  "Bloody”  Bill  Ander¬ 
son’s  guerrilla  band  during  the 
war. 

Were  Product  of  Condition 

"Frank  and  Jesse  James  were  the 
product  of  a  condition,”  Mr.  Pigg 
declared. 

The  speaker  reported  that  after 
the  war  Frank  and  Jesse,  disen¬ 
franchised  from  the  war  and  em¬ 
bittered  by  a  railroad  swindler,  be¬ 
came  outlaws.  Mr.  Pigg  concluded 
his  address  with  the  famous  Robin 
Hood-iike  story  of  Jesse,  a  poor 
widow,  and  a  mortgage-holding 
banker. 

Speaker  Assisted  Croy 
.  Mr-  Pigg  i?  probably  one  of  the 
foremost  authorities  oil  Missouri 
history,  particularly  that  period  of 
it  in  which  the  James  Boys  operat¬ 
ed.  His  great  -wealth  of  historical 
information  was  of  much  aid  to 
Homer  Croy  when  the  latter  wrote 
“Jesse  James  Was  My  Neighbor," 
which  is  dedicated  to  Mr.  Pigg. 

Ih  his  talk  Mr.  Pigg  neither  de¬ 
fended  nor  condemned  Jesse  James; 
ne  merely  reported  the  facts  as  he 
had  learned  them.  "Outlaws  are 
outlaws,  bank  robbers  are  bank 
robbers, — Jesse  and  Frank  were 
just  experts,  that’s  all,”  the  speak¬ 
er  concluded.

40  years,  retiring  in  1946  with  the 
title  of  professor  emeritus,  but  had 
continued  to  maintain  an  active  in¬ 
terest  in  campus  affairs.  Wednes¬ 
day  mornings  often  found  the  kind¬ 
ly  gentleman  in  attendance  at  the 
College  assembly. 

He  was  the  first  dean  of  men  nt 
the  College  and  wns  chairman  of 
his  department  for  many  years. 

Few  men  have  had  a  more  stren¬ 
uous  period  of  service.  His  students 
throughout  the  years  know  how 
well  he  always  contended  for  the 
highest  welfare  of  the  institution. 

Kept  Names  of  Students 

Mr.  Colbert  always  kept  in  his 
desk  the  names  of  all  his  students 
with  the  books  filed  in  order.  He 
made  friends  of  his  students  and 
enjoyed  them  and  his  teaching. 

Mr.  Colbert  was  born  October  21, 

1861,  in  Lebanon,  Ohio,  the  son  of 
David  and  Jane  Colbert.  He  at¬ 
tended  the  high  school  there  and 
received  his  bachelor  of  science  and 
master’s  degrees  at  the  norma) 
school  In  Lebanon.  In  1900  he  did 
graduate  work  at  the  University  of 
Chicago  and  in  1928  nt  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Washihgton  in  Seattle. 

Taught  in  Iowa 

He  began  a  teaching  career  by 
accepting  a  position  at  the  normal 
school  in  Shenandoah,  la.  After  the 
college  burned  there  seven  years 
afterwards,  he  taught  in  Lincoln, 

Neb.,  in  the  normal  school.  He 
later  taught  in  Anderson,  Ind.,  and 
Brondhend,  Wis.  Prior  to  coming 
to  Maryville  he  served  for  six  years 
as  superintendent  of  schools  in 
Page  county,  In. 

It  wns  in  Shenandoah  that  he 
married  Mrs.  Colbert,  the  former 
Miss  Mary  Adamson  of  Holton,  Kas., 
in  July,  1889.

-Graduates  trained  for  elementary  school 
teaching  should  find  a  wide  choice  of  employ¬ 
ment  opportunities  in  most  states  this  spring. 
On  flic  other  hand,  prospective  teachers  at  the 
secondary  level  will  find  a  highly  competitive 
employment  situation  in  all  but  a  few  subject 
fields. 

East  year,  only  one  student  completed  train¬ 
ing  for  elementary  teaching  for  every  three  who 
were  needed;  this  year,  the  shortage  will  he 
nearly  as  acute.  The  number  of  students  com¬ 
pleting  preparation  for  high  school  teaching  in 
3949  was  four  times  as  great  as  the  demand;  the 
oversupply  in  3950  is  expected  to  he  even  greater.

Missouri  teachers  in  the  field  of 
fine  arts  have  developed  an  in¬ 
creasing  appreciation  for  the  book¬ 
let  called  "Show-Mc  Art,”  the  of¬ 
ficial  publication  of  the  Art  -Di¬ 
vision  of  the  Missouri  State 
Teachers  Association,  The  primary 
purpose  of  the  booklet  is  keeping 
teachers  within  the  state  Informed 
of  .different  teaching  techniques  as 
they  are-used  in  Missouri  schools. 

Bringing  into  print  the  latest  in¬ 
novations  concerning  new  ideas  and 
new  thought  in  thejirt  field  is  one 
of  the  objectives  of  "the  editors. 
rEncli  Issue  Has  Guest  Editor 
"Show-Me  Art”  is  an  unusual 
booklet  in  itself;  each  issue  finds  a 
i guest  editor  at  the  helm.  To  the 
knowledge  of  the  editors,  there  is 
not  a  similar  publication  in  the 
United  States. 

The  April-May  issue  of  “Show- 
Me  Art”  is  of  special  interest  to  the 
•people  of  Northwest  Missouri.  -This 
particular  issue  was  edited  by  Miss 
Olive  DeLuce,  chairman  of  the  fine 
.arts  department  at  the  College. 
Miss  DeLuce  has  assembled  a 
wealth  of  art  news  to  present  an 
attractive  and  interesting  publica¬ 
tion. 

.Horace  Mann  Students  Help 
In  accordance  with  its  ideals  of 
showing  its  readers  what  Missouri 
children  are  doing  in  art,  the  cover 
of  the  April-May  issue  was  design¬ 
ed  by  the  students  of  the  Horace 
Mann  laboratory  scho.ol  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  Ellery  Gibson 
and  Wllhelmenia  Edie.  The  wood 
cuts  that  appear  in  the  booklet 
were  done  by  Barbara  Beavers  and 
■Burton  Lyle,  Horace  Mann  stu¬ 
dents.  Another  picture  of  partic¬ 
ular  interest  shows  a  group  of 
children  .watching  a  puppet  show 
given  iby  students  of  the  art  depart¬ 
ment  at  the  College. 

One  of  the  many  inviting  arti¬ 
cles  was  submitted  by  the  former 
College  Librarian,  Paxton  Price, 
now  State  Librarian  at  Jefferson 
City.  Mr.  Price  outlined  the  course 
of  action  being  followed  by  the 
State  Library  in  order  to  make 
painting,  architecture,  sculpture  and 
other  forms  of  art  available  to  all 
Missouri  schools.  According  to  Mr. 
Price,  its  methods  for  accomplish¬ 
ing  this  mission  involve  the  use  of 
the  mails,  bookmobiles,  and  person¬ 
al  visits. 

Considers  College  Level 
The  booklet  also  includes  an  ar¬ 
ticle  by  J.  B.  Smith,  dean  of  the 
Kansas  City  Art  Institute  and 
School  of  Design,  entitled  “A  Uni¬ 
ted  Front  For  Missouri  Art."  Mr. 
Smith  demonstrates  the  wide  pos¬ 
sibilities  for  art  students  at  the 
college  level.  In  particular,  Dean 
Smith  discussed  the  facilities  pro¬ 
vided  art  students  by  the  school 
with  which  he  is  affiliated.  He 
summarized  his  discourse  by  stat¬ 
ing  that  the  objective  of  Missouri 
art  is  a  complete  art  education 
from  grade  one  through  the  pro¬ 
fessional  art  school. 

Three  fonjier  Maryville  students 
also  contributed  information.  They 
are  Jane  Qualls,  instructor  at 
Cairo,  Illinois,  who  discussed  woik 
in  her  classroom;  Marlene  King, 
teacher  at  a  rural  school  outside 
Cameron,  who  submitted  informa¬ 
tion  concerning  an  art  project  deal¬ 
ing  with  the  American  Indian;  and 
Norma  Sawyer,  teacher  at  Lake 
Station  rural  school,  who  described 
a  puppet  show  which  her  students 
presented. 

“Show-Me  Art”  is  taking  a  big 
step  toward  the  advancement  of 
art  education  in  Missouri.  Much 
credit  must  be  given  Miss  DeLuce 
and  the  many  other  people  who  are 
responsible  for  this  progressive 
booklet.

The  department  is  well  known  as 
one  of  service  at  the  College  since 
art  students  can  ulwnys  be  count¬ 
ed  on  to  provide  posters,  decora¬ 
tions  for  dunces  and  help  with  art 
work  for  the  “Northwest  Missour¬ 
ian"  and  the  “Tower.”  This  year’s 
“Tower”  is  dedicated  to  Miss  De¬ 
Luce  and  features  a  fine  arts 
theme. 

Department  Welcomes  Visitors 
Concentrated  on  the  fourth  floor 
of  the  Administration  building,  tho 
fine  arts  department  is  always  a 
“must  see"  for  visitors  to  the  Col¬ 
lege.  There  plaster  casts  of  famous 
statues,  oil  painting,  water  colors, 
lithographs,  etchings,  and  many 
other  types  of  art  work  may  be 
seen.

Student  art  teachers  arc  able  to 
get  much  worthwhile  teaching  ex¬ 
perience  in  both  theory  and  actual 
practice  at  the  Horace  Mann  lab¬ 
oratory  school.

Luce,  Mr.  Gibson  supervises  all  art 
work  done  by  students  from  the 
fourth  grade  through  the  high 
school  in  the  Horace  Mann  labor¬ 
atory  school.

Bearcat  Tri-Meet 

Maryville  Retains  Honor 
Winning  1 3  Events 
•  For  1  1 2/2  Points. 

Al  Wormsley’s  total  of  18  points 
led  Northwest  Missouri  State  Col¬ 
lege  to  an  overwhelming  victory 
over  the  Peru  Teachers  and  Tarkio 
College  in  a  triangular  track  and 
field  meet  held  on  the  College  track 
April  21.  Maryville  scored  the  a- 
m  a  zing  total  of  112  Ai  points  in 
33  1-2  for  Peru  and  Tarkio  trail¬ 
ing  with  15. 

Wormsley  won  the  shot  put.  dis¬ 
cus,  javelin  and  placed  second  in 
the  high  jump  for  a  pretty  good 
afternoon's  work. 

The  Bearcats  captured  13  of  16 
first  places,  losing  in  only  the  mile, 
880  and  broad  jump.  Mick  Ander¬ 
son,  Maryville's  dependable  dis¬ 
tance  runner,  did  not  run  the  mile 
but  walked  off  with  the  two  mile 
run  in  9:43.2. 

Meet  records  fell  in  all  but  six 
of  the  16  events,  and  two  others 
were  tied.  Only  the  records  in  the 
javelin,  discus,  shot  put,  and  mile 
run  were  good  enough  to  stand  the 
onslaught.  The  pole  vault  and 
high  jump  records  were  tied. 

Outside  of  Anderson’s  fine  run 
in  the  two  mile  race,  Dick  Schone- 
mann  leaped  a  distance  of  6’  2"  to 
cop  that  event.  Norman  James 
ran  an  excellent  440  to  win  that 
event  in  :52.
